most common device for defrauding" the

Whisky and Do Bad Deeds. 


REFDSIRG TO PAY FOR THEIR DRIHKS, 


A Row Ensuca, in Which One White 


Man is Killed and Two Oihers Serl- 


ously Wounded—The Negroes 


in Danger of Lynching. 


PITTSB unc ii, 
Pa., Oct. 20. —Jerry 


Buckley, a young1 married man, was 
shot tl)rough the head and instantly 
killed in front of Stem's hotel at 
Sharpsburg, and Harry Stein, the pro- 
prietor, was shot in the thigh, about 11 
o'clock Saturday night. The shooting 
was (lone by two colored men and was 
the result of a bar-room dispute. 


Between 10 and 11 o'clock two ne- 


groes, Henry A kens and George Mor- 
ris, employed at the Vesuvius iron 
works, entered the barroom of Stein's 
hotel and culled for two drinks of the 
"best whisky in tho house." After 
they had disposed of tho whisky they 
refused to pay the price asked, twenty 
cents each. A heated discussion fol- 
lowed, when John Stein, the barkeeper 
ordered them out. They replied that 
there was r.« j^ne in the room who 
could 
put 
them 
out, 
at 
this

negroes. 
The 
place 
was 


crowded at the time, und Henry Stein, 
the proprietor, and Jerry Iluckley, a 
steel worker, caine to the assistance of 
young Stem. A scuttle ensued.

street. Here the negroes began firing1 
and the crowd scattered. Four shots 
were fired, when CJeorge Morris took to 
his heels. When a policemen arrived 
young Htcan was grappling with the 
other negro. The officer after a hard 
tight put Akeiis under arrest. At this 
juncture tho dead body of young Buck- 
ley was found in the street with a bul- 
let hole through his head.

there went up a shout from the crowd 
that 
again gathered 
"Lynch him, 


lynch him." Wiser counsel prevailed, 
however, and Akcns was lauded safely 
iu the lockup. 


Henry Stein was also shot in tho leg 


and his son was badly beaten. The 
officers then started after Morris. lie 
was fount; at his boarding house and 
brought through tlie back.streets to 
the jail. The two men were brought 
to Pittsburgh jail a little later, as it 
was feared they would be lynched by 
the angry crowd.

struggle.

TYPESETTING ' DEVICBJ. 


A New Machine That Will Da tho Work 


of Twenty lien. 


MUSKEGON, Mich., Oct. 80.— Earle 


V, Beales, of tnia city, a practical 
printer has of late years been working: 
on a typesetting device which ho 
thinks he has practically completed. 
His invention consists of two separata 
machines. The first of these corre- 
sponds to a typewriter, and is operated 
by a compositor, who works from tlie 
copy. This, instead of being printed as 
a typewriter, it transforms to a strip 
of paper by perforations made by strik- 
ing the keys on tho finger board, tho 
particular letters or characters being 
determined by the distance of the per- 
foration from a base line. 


When the copy has thus been trans- 


ferred to the strip of paper the latter is 
taken to a second machine, which, 
working- automatically by electricity, 
sets up the type, an as each line is com- 
posed improves it into a matrix paper 
in a way that makes a perfect mold of 
the line. 
The matrix paper moves 


along automatically as the Jines are 
composed until a mould is obtained for 
a column, ft is then ready for the 
stereotyping process. 


Tlie perforator can be operated as 


rapidly as a typewriter, on which the 
averagecspeed is about ilfty words n 
minute. The automatic aliening und 
impressing machine will be capable of 
handling the matter turned off from 
two or three of the perforators. The 
capacity is equal to about twenty men 
at the case.

0 claims that men are being sent to 
Pittsburgh by the New York T.ypo- 
thetio. He further says that the Pitts- 
burgh union printers have beon treated 
very unjustly and that unless their de- 
mands are granted there is trouble ap- 
proaching all over the country. 


A Fatal Mistake.

ST. PETEHSBURO, Oct. 20.—A peculiar 


feature of the famine now raging is tho 
large exportation of grain to foreign 
ports while millions of Russians aro 
starving, It appears that about 35,- 
000,000 pounds more of rye has beou.ex- 
ported this year than in 1890 notwith- 
standing the prohibition, which gave a 
vast stimulus tocxports a few weeks be- 
fore it took eiTect. The number of 
persons in need of relief is conserva- 
tively placed at 13,000,000.

through iv pipe. The hydrogen, being 
fifteen times lighter than air, ascends 
very swiftly and combines 
with the 


oxygen of the air. Water consists of 
two parts of hydrogen and one oxygen, 
and the air is pno-fiith oxygen, Hydrog- 
en, therefore, is the one thing needed to 
turn iiir into rain. But eaoh column of 
forty-five miles of atmosphere, say Messrs 
Ball and Melbourne, is lopped with an 
overlaying column of hydrogen 
gua. 


When Melbourne's pipe load of hydrogen 
is discharged into the oxygon ot the air, 
the two gases combine, condensation 
takes place, a vtianttm is produced and 
then J the ovorlujmg belt of hydrogen 
gets in its wortf—precisely the same 
manner as when the heavens are bom- 
barded." Mr. Ba.l considers the Mel- 
bourne method tae cheapest, most cer- 
tain, simplest anci most scientific. 


The word hydrogen is from the Greek 


and means watei-geuerotor. Melbourne 
is endeavoring to moke hydrogen live up 
to its name. Hydrogen is ehown by the 
spectroscope to exist in the atmosphere 
which surrounds the sun and many other 
stars, and in certam nebulae. Its exist- 
ence us 
the enveloping gas 
which 


surrounds the earth's atmosphere, is de- 
monstrated, says Mr. Bui), by the Dy- 
renfnrth experience. If Melbourne can 
draw upon Mr. Ball's BOO miles of over- 
lying hydrogen 
atmosphere and win 


mako in combine with toe oxygen of the 
earth's adjacent atmosphere, his resources 
for 
rain are certainly 
inexhaustible. 


There are donbtles many things yet in 
atmospheric science that are not dreamed 
of in our philosophy. As loag as Prof. 
Melbourne and Philosopher Ball <nn 
produce rain out ot their philosophy 
their words are worthy of attention.
